8, 11-16, and 22-24 were amended. Claims 27-38 were newly added. Claims 1-38 are 
pending. Clarification is hereby made with respect to the previous office action where 
claim 26 should have been allowed instead of claim 25. An initiated copy of all three 
pages of the IDS filed on April 7, 2000 is being provided with this office action. 

2. Claims 1 -38 are allowed. 

3. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 09 and M.P.E.P. 1 302.1 4, the following is an 
Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or define singly or in combination the claimed 
limitation "a method and program product for coding streaming media by classifying 
each data unit in the series of data units organized as segments representing the media 
stream as an independent data unit, a predicted data unit and a remotely predicted data 
unit wherein the independent data unit is encoded using only information from the 
independent unit, encoding the predicted data unit relative to one of a plurality of 
remotely predicted data units in the segment and encoding each of the remotely 
predicted data units in the segment relative to the independent data unit " as in claims 
1-38.
